Our Share in 
Hungary’s Tragedy 


ge HERE are no words strong enough 
to describe the horror and revulsion caused 
by the actions of the Communists in Hun- 
gary last month. World sentiment has been 
aroused against them as never before. It 
was, however, a foregone conclusion that 
our country would supply free Hungary 
with everything short of arms and men, 
that the UN would likewise contribute 
nothing that might drive out the Russians. 

Why? Because America and all the 


world with her is afraid. of the USSR. We - 


could put Nasser in his place, we could re- 
store order if need be in Nicaragua, we 
could even take on France and England to- 
gether—but not Russia. That sinister power 
is as great if mot greater than the United 
States of America! Russia has the H-bomb. 

How did the USSR become so power- 
ful? And the H-Bomb, invented and de- 
veloped in the United States—how did 
Russia get hold of it? 

Now we are treading on controversial 
ground—controversial, mot because the 
answers are uncertain, but because there 
are powerful interests who do not want 
those answers published and perpetuated. 
There is a new official history of the United 
States, current since 1933. 

This official American history an- 
nounces that the President of the United 
States in 1933 granted diplomatic recogni- 
tion to Russia for the purpose of fostering 
trade and in return for a measure of re- 
ligious freedom.in that country. 

It does not say that our previous presi- 
dents had refused to recognize Soviet Rus- 
sia. This was not just neglected on their 
part. It was conscious policy on the part of 
Wilson, Harding, Coolidge, and Hoover. In 
1933, Russia was being run by the same 
men and under the same philosophy that 
clobbered Hungary last month. It was of- 
ficially atheistic, had abolished religion, 
seized churches, convents, and monasteries, 
and had murdered millions of its own 
people. 

However, our official history goes over 
this lightly. It does not describe the red 
decade of the 30s when the Communists in- 
filtrated the whole of our society, trying 
to take over the arts and sciences, com- 
munication, and even government. 

It hurries past all this to say that the 
good Russian people were attacked by Hit- 
ler in 1941, that they put up a brave re- 
sistance to the Nazis, in alliance with our 
own country, Great Britain, and the rest 
of civilized humanity. 

This fight for survival on the part of 
the Anti-Christ was somehow supposed to 
redeem the monster and purge him of all 
his past crimes and evil intentions. 

But it was in the 1940s that our Gov- 
ernment really set Stalin up in business 
with stringless gifts of 7,000 tanks, 706 
ships, 8,218 anti-aircraft guns, 14,700 air-

Doane Advent the Church, by meahs of 
her liturgy, makes us relive the expectation by 
which the peoplewf the Old Testament were look- 
ing for the coming of the Savior, so that we might 
better understand the immense importance of that 
central fact of all human history. That is why on 
this Sunday in the chant parts of the Mass (In- 
troit and Communion), the congregation which 
comes together in the parish church is compared 
to the people of Jerusalem, standing on the hill of 
Sion looking for Him who will deliver it from all 
its miseries. 

In Rome where most of our liturgical formu- 
laries were compiled, this allusion to Jerusalem 
is understood in still another way. In former cen- 
turies the Holy Father used to sing the Mass in 
the Basilica of the Holy Cross, and this famous 
church with its treasure of relics of Our Lord’s 
Passion was simply called “Jerusalem.” To go 
there was for the Romans a real feast. With this 

in mind we can best explain the Alleluia-verse 
which deals with the festive processions the Jews 
used-to make to the temple of the Holy City: “I 
rejoiced when they said to me: we shall go into 
the House of the Lord.” : 

- But, of course, it is not only because of some 
local reference that today’s liturgy has such a fes- 
tive tone. The expectation of Advent is already 
full of joy. For if it is true that we are longing 
for the final revelation of His redeeming work at 
His Second Coming, just as Isreal of old was 
waiting for the Messias, it is equally true that we 
have already seen the fulfillment of the ancient 
prophecies. At Bethlehem He was, born to save us. 
We know that within a few weeks it will once 
more be Christmas. 
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iT N today’s Gospel we see St. John the Bap- 
tist who on the next two Sundays will announce 
to us the coming of the Redeemer. Today we are 
told that he sent two of his followers to Christ to 
asx Him whether He was really the One they were 
expecting. It is highly improbable that the Fore- 
runner himself had any doubt about Our Lord.

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T us is a picture of a 
Fuzzy Wuzzy of New Gui- 
nea. Isn’t his hair bushy and 
frizzly? These people spend 
hours every day arranging 
their thick wooly hair which 
they stain red. They are 
very proud of their hair. The 
more frizzly it is, the better! 

The Fuzzy Wuzzies live on 
an island called New Guinea 
which lies in the Pacific 
Ocean just north of Austra- 
lia and south of the equator. 
It is mamed as such because 
the people that live there re- 
semble those of Guinea in 
Africa. This island is also 
known as Papua (Pahp’ oo 
ah). The people of other 
islands in the Pacific gave 
New Guinea this 
name because in thei lan- 
guage Papua means fuzzy or 
frizzly. Looking at the pic- 
ture of the Fuzzy Wuzzy 
above, you can understand 
why! 

The Fuzzy Wuzzies wear 
headdresses of feathers and 
necklaces on which shells 
and dog’s teeth are hung. 
These brown-skinned people 
wear very little clothing be- 
cause the climate there is 
very hot, wet and humid 
most of the time. The men 
file their teeth to sharp 
points! Their teeth are not 
nice and shiny-white like 
ours, but black from chew- 
ing betel nuts and lime. 
They wear grass skirts made 
from the leaves of the sago- 
palm tree. This tree is very 
important to these people. 
It provides them with wood 
for their houses, food to eat 
and also provides material 
for their clothes. 

There are many moun- 
tains, forests and jungles in 
New Guinea. They are thick 
with trees, bright with red 
and yellow flowers and 


The Fussy Wussies 


Since the white man has 
come into these islands, the 
Papuans want two things 
most of all—tools made of 
metal and cloth. 

The Papuans wear brace- 
lets and sticks through their 
noses. They are divided into 
many tribes. The men of 
Papua love to dance. The 
old men send the women and 
children away to another 
island. for the day. Then the 
men dress up and there is 
much excitement. They 
paint their lips and cheeks 
red and blacken their eye- 
brows! Then the men dance 
in what they call a club 
house. Flags hang on the 
walls. Spears are standing 
in the corners. Skulls of 
dead people hang from the 
ceiling! As they dance, they 
Sing stramge songs and the 
drums beat out music frem 
hollow logs covered over 
with lizard skins. Can't you 
just picture the Fuzzy Wuz- 
zies with their frizzly, red 
hair, feather headdresses 
and pointed teeth? Through 
the movements of their 
dance, the Papuans tell a 
story of an incident or they 
imitate the white men who 
came to rule them. The 
dancing goes on all night. 

It was on this island dur- 
ing World War I, that New 
Guinea became a_e great 
battlefield for the forces of 
General MacArthur and Ad- 
miral Nimitz. These forces 
drove the Japanese out of 
New Guinea in 1944.

Re- 
quiem Masses were sung 
all through Shanghai for 
this heroic priest. Remem- 
ber the persecuted people of 
the world in your prayers.

I am not trying here to sound a note. 
of defeatism or pessimism. I am only say- 
ing that what we need to solidify our de- 
fense, and to vitalize our attack upon these 
problems is a daily living devotion to Mary: 
so much so that our friends outside the 
faith would know us, recognize us by our 
love of Mary. 


That this is possible, I need only point 
out the fact that our Latin neighbors are 
known in this way. Some say that this 
is mere sentiment among them, emotional- 
ism, if you will. But if it’s emotionalism 
then 400 years of devotion to Mary is strong 
emotion indeed—and let’s have more of it! 


Also, if you think this Latin devotion 
to Mary is mere emotion, ask the Protes- 
tant evangelizers about it. They are spend- 
ing millions of dollars a year trying to talk 
our Latin neighbors out of the idea of Mary. 
In fact, most of them have learned by now 
that it is well to approach these people 
professing a love for Mary. Having thus 
dolled themselves up in the sheep’s cloth- 
ing they find they can, at least, make in- 
itial headway.

Irish Rank Opponents 


‘Taar the University of Notre Dame football 
team has met some of the best teams in the country is 
an item not to be denied either by friend or foe. And 
in a campaign affected by probably more injuries than 
ever before suffered by any one team, plus an over- 
abundance of sophomores, which resulted in too 
muc inexperience, the won and lost consequences 
have not been too happy from the standpoint of-Irish 
partisans. But it would seem at least that the N. D. 
players should be able to make a fairly accurate ap- 
praisal of the country’s best teams. 

As one who has witnessed every game, our own 
ranking of the top Irish opponents (and this is being 
done after nine games) would be: Oklahoma, Michi- 
gan State, lowa and Pittsburgh in that order. It is 
also an observation that on a given day, any of the 
four would be capable of beating any of the others.

That would be 
little St. Joseph’s College, located in Collegeville, Ind 
The Pumas. as they are known, lost a close opener to 
Xavier. but then went on to win eight straight an 
capture the Indiana collegiate conference champion- 
ship. And they did it most impressively. They closed 
the season with a 71-0 drubbing of the University of 
Illinois {Chicago branch), and previously had beaten 
Great Lakes. 29-0, DePauw, 32-0, Valparaiso, 35-0, 
Indiana State. 59-13, Butler, 31-6, Evansville, 29-0, 
and Ball State, 66-0 

These sweeping wins would indicate that St. Jos 
eph’s was a powerful offensive team. Which is true. 
But they were also the best defensive club in the na- 
tion, among all small colleges. In nine games, the 
Pumas yielded only 539 yards on the ground, and but 
442 in the air. This total of 981 yards means St. Jos- 
eph’s was holding the opposition to an average of but 
109 yards per game 

Bob Jauron, who did his own college playing at 
Boston College, back in the Frank Leahy era at B.C., 
is the coach of the Pumas. The top ball-carrier was 
Ray Banary, and the leading passer was Ralph Tite 
The latter threw a total of 12 touchdown passes. 

This is not the end of the St. Joseph’s gridiron 
story for 1956, either. As a result of their fine record 
the Pumas have been invited to play in the Aluminum 
bowl, Dec. 22, at Little Rock, Ark., where they will 
meet Montana State

But if drama itself always deals with 
wnflict, and conflict usually implies val- 
wes of right or wrong, it would seem that 
irama might well have a moral influence 
on its audiences in certain cases. 

For movies Catholics already have a 
prudential guide in forming their con- 
giences. The Legion of Decency warns 
them by categorized lists as to the degree 
of a movie’s possible moral harm, 

But for plays—for the “legitimate” 
theatre—there is no official Church agency 
for moral guidance. And perhaps this is 
as it should be. : 

The need for regulation ‘Increases or 
decreases in proportion to the number and 
maturity of the audience, 

Following this trend of thought, tele- 
vision would seem to require the greatest 
surveillance since it reaches over 33 mil- 
lion family groups in their’iown homes. 
But due to the desire of sponsors to please 
the public, if only for commercial reasons, 
morality and taste usually adhere to the 
level that the public (as individuals and as 
members of pressure groups) demands. 

But on the other end of the trend is 
the Stage. Its audience is far more limited 
nnumber, Its age appeal is to the older 
and more-or-less mature. Its admittance 
cost is higher and more restrictive than 
that of other forms of the “lively arts.” 
And its accessibility is limited to certain 
geographical areas, ' 

But despite the “Four A’s” of Audi- 
ence, Admittance, Appeal and Accessibil- 
ity, drama deals with moral problems and 
possibie moral effects must be considered. 

While there are lists available, they 
are unofficial and must rely for their val- 
idity on the correct judgment of the indi- 
viduals presuming to promulgate them. 
Must I as a Catholic follow the “ratings” 
fliven these plays? No, for no single critic 
can legislate morality. But neither should 
uch a list be scorned. It is merely a guide 
and not a law.

But many of the productions haven't 
been on Broadway. Some are tryouts, etc, 
What about these? The problems of play- 
goers are concrete and individual ones. Ef- 
fects will vary with the individual member 
of an audience. Perhaps then it might be 
well to attempt to formulate some basic 
principles and norms from which individ- 
uals might make their decisions: 


| For one thing, the play should be 
judged on its own merits. Discounting the 
personal life of the author, let’s judge him 
through his work and not his work through 
him. Bums can write beautiful stuff. 


Let the play be honest, for art deals 
with truth. Dishonesty and distortion of 
God’s world do no service to Him. Plays 
should please and not preach; entertain 
rather than instruct. , 


Should I learn, I do it, as Rev. Harold 
Gardiner, S.J., states in Tenets for Readers 
and Reviewers (America Press), “. . . in 
the fashion that is art’s unique own; I 
learn through being pleased; I find truth 
the door of beauty. And if I strike upon 
something beautiful, let me have no fears 
that I can miss truth, for they are both 
but different facets of the same Thing.” 

The drama of a given period seeks to 
reflect rather than influence the morals 
and mores of the times. While we cannot 
condone divorce, we cannot deny its exis- 
tence—and that of other socio-moral prob- 
lems—in our everyday lives. The danger 
lies in the preaching and presenting of an 
evil (e.g. divorce) as being a good (e.g. an 
ideal and/or permissible solution). 


Much importance must be given to the | 


theme’s presentation and treatment. The 
subject or topic of the play—its theme—is 
not morally harmful, but how it is handled 
is important. To have dramatic material 
treated tastefully and responsibly is the 
audience’s right and the playright’s duty 
Fire, knives and themes are neutral in 
themselves—it’s how they’re handled that 
can help or hurt. To portray evil is not 
to advocate it. 

Individuals in drama are not necessar- 
ily indicative of a class. A playwright says: 
“Here is a drunken Italian bricklayer.” He 
does not say: “Italian bricklayers in gen- 
eral are drunkards.” Characterization is 
not classification. 

Due to the variable factor of the indi- 
vidual human imagination, the exact ap- 
plication of principles becomes difficult 
But this particular variation does not in- 
validate the principles. Perhaps the best 
norms are the two Fr. Gardiner gives for 
literature. They also seem to apply in 
judging the other arts. 

If sin is discussed or portrayed in the 
story, it must be recognized for what it is. 

And the other: Sin, though recog- 
nized for what it is, may never be so de- 
scribed as to become a temptation to the 
normally discriminating. 

Suppose then, if after taking reason- 
able and not hysterical ct gam DEES 
seeing a play, I find it violates mora! prin- 
stnles sa is definitely bad—should I get 
up and walk out?

For centuries after it was to be the 
statue of the people.

Pcie into ruin but the statue was 
How I don’t know. Sometimes I’ 
thought maybe God was testing the ~ tang 
Maybe he was testing them so they could 
prove that even as much as they loved the 
Statue they knew it was only a statue and 
that they understood - that what was im- 
portant was the Mass. And having tested 
them and found they knew real truth, God 
gave them back their statue which they 
thought had been destroyed. 
I learned quickly that evening how it 
is Catholics can show honor and love for 
representations of Our Lord and His Mother 


and yet never forget these are only repre- 
sentations. 


I HAVE an idea that most non- 
Catholics don’t reject Catholic doctrines, 
they just don’t understand them. Lately 
I’ve heard from two or three non-Catho- 
lic readers who wondered about Catholic 
belief in purgatory and what they said 
showed they didn’t so much reject it as 
misunderstand it. Maybe I can help them 
understand by explaining it in every day 
terms. 

First of all, Catholics believe—as do 
Protestants—that withou’ the redemptive 
death of Christ nobody could enter Heaven. 
Just as Adam’s sin closed the gates of 
Heaven, Christ’s death opened them. The 
sin of Adam was against God and so the 
supernatural destiny God had given all 
men—even though it was not man’s right 
by nature—was lost by Adam for himself 
and for all mankind. Reparation had to 
be made before that could.be restored. It 
couldn’t be done by man, the sin was 
against God. It couldn’t be done by God, 
the sin had been committed by man. So 
God became man and as True Man He 
could make reparation for the sin of man 
and as True God He was capable of mak- 
ing reparation to God. So the gates of 
Heaven were opened for those who would 
believe in Christ and do His will—both 
are necessary as Christ emphasized. 

So men can enter Heaven because Our 
Lord made it possible. But men have re- 
sponsibilities. When a man dies if he loves 
God, is truly sorry for his sins, has tried 
to do all he knows he should do to stay 
in friendship with God, then Catholics be- 
lieve he will go to Heaven. 

But we know from the Bible—you’ll 
find it in the 2lst chapter, 27th verse of 
what is called the Apocalypse by Catholics 
and Revelations by © Protestants—that 
“Nothing defiled shall enter Heaven.” Well, 
it is Catholic belief that somewhere be- 
tween Heaven and Earth, the last bits of 
defilement .are cleansed from a man so 
that he enters Heaven spotless. This is what 
we call purgatory. 

Maybe I can make it more un- 
derstandable by telling you something 
that always happened to me when I was 
a boy. My Dad and Mother loved me, want- 
ed me to come home but there was one 
set rule, you scraped your feet clean before 
you entered the house.
